Along with holiday spirit, 
the season also brings many 
new sources of poison ex- 
posures into your home. The 
Children’s Hospital Poison 
Information Center wants 
families to be aware of the 
dangers from familiar holi- 
day decorations. 

Many families visit with 
relatives and friends who are 
unaccustomed to having your 
children around and have not 
poison-proofed their homes. 
Keep an extra sharp eye on 
the children at these times. 

Accidental poisonings 
often occur when the usual 
household routine is upset. 
Take a few minutes to poison 
proof your home and prevent 
poisoning accidents. 

Poinsettia, mistletoe, 
holly and Christmas greens 
can sometimes be fatal if 
ingested. Two or three 
mistletoe berries can cause 
significant poisoning in a 
child. One fresh or dried 
leaf of a poonsettia can cause 
severe vomiting and diarrha 
in a child and 20 or 30 holly 
berries are a_ potentially 
lethal dose in a small child.

I subscribe to Balls & Strikes magazine, the official 
publication of the Amateur Softball Association, and in this 
month's issue it reported on 34 rule changes for next season, 
The new rules include a “‘foul-strike’’ rule that we used last 
year, where a batter is out when he hits a foul on a third 
Strike.

football under Coach 
Daughtry. I started in my 
first two games and did real 
good, but then I got knocked 
to second string and all of a 
sudden I wasn’t getting to 
play. Five of us decided to 
quit and so we just hung up 
our pads. Coach Tyson came 
to me and told me what 
football was about, and I was 
the only one who went back 
out in the ninth grade.”’ 


*‘We did real good in the 
ninth grade,’’ added Don, 
‘and I had a good season. I 
always scored a lot of tuch- 
downs in every game; and 
the only game we lost was to 
Andalusia. Looking back, I 
think it’s better to wait until 
at least the 8th grade to go 
out for football. It is a tough 
game, and unless you're 
really ready to play, it can 
wear you out. It’s easy to 
become discouraged when 
you're young, and it’s even 
easier to quit.’’ 


During his career at Elba, 
Don led his teams to records 
of 6-1, 8-2, 9-2 and 7-3. Not 
bad for a country boy who 
wanted to quit after only two 
games! 

“The biggest games dur- 
ing high school? It would be 
hard to say,’’ answered Don. 
“We had a lot of big games 
and I really couldn't pick out 
just a few. I liked beating 
Opp this year - it was really 
great; and back in '78 when 
we defeated Andalusia it was 
real exciting. All the games 
we played were big games, 
and I remember them all. 

‘Football was important 
to me and helped me become 
the person I am. It changed 
my attitude and feelings 
about all people. I learned 
that no matter how good or 
bad things are going, you've 
got to keep going. You can’t 
loosen up when things are 
going good and you can’t 
give up wher they're not. I 
found that football is like life 
- you work for everything you 
get.”’ 


Coaches play a big part in 
the life of any young athlete, 
and when asked about the 
coaches he admired most, he 
mentioned three - Mack 
Wood, Willie Tyson and 
Mance Daughtry. 

“Coach Wood taught me 
a lot of things,’’ said 
Horstead. ‘‘He is the reason 
for my success. He treats 
eyeryone fair and doesn’t 
treat anyone special. He also 
treats everyone the same, 
and he doesn’t pull any 
punches. If you play for 
Coach Wood, you have to 
pull your own weight every 
day - it makes no difference 
who you are."’ 

**Coach Tyson made a big 
impression on my life, be- 
cause he was always there to 
talk to in the good times and 
the bad. He told me how 
hard he had to work to get 
where he was, and I could 
see myself in him. He grew 
up in Elba just like me, and 
had to work hard to make it, 
but he did it and he served as 
an example. Coach Tyson 
kept me aimed in the right 
direction. 

“Coach Daughtry was my 
first coach and he did a good 
job. We had a falling-out 
back in my first year, but he 
let me come back and gave 
me a second chance. He 
taught me a lot of stuff, and 
I'll never forget him.”’ 


For any athlete, a low 
point in a career has to be 
being injured, and this was 
the case with Don, who 
missed three games with an 
injured leg during the past 
season. 


“Thad a hip pointer in the 
11th grade,’’ continued Don, 
“but I was never really hurt 
until this year. I hated being 
hurt and felt bad about not 
being out there, but found 
out it’s just something you 
have to live with. I was on 
crutches all during the week 
of the Troy game, but got off 
Friday afternoon and dressed 
out. 

“The leg started hurting 
again during warmups and I 
just couldn’t go! It was 
killing me during the Anda- 
lusia and Brundidge games, 
but I just had to play to show 
everyone I was still a good 
runner. It is still hurting, but 
maybe when basketball is 
over I can rest and let it get 
well.”’ 


Beginning his senior year 
the only question in most 
people's minds was - where 
would Don go to college? The 
offers rolled in from such 
schools as Alabama, Auburn, 
L.S.U., Pittsburg, Ole Miss, 
Tennessee, Southern Missis- 
sippi, Jacksonville State and 
Troy State.

“The first time I really

times a game. I was always 
leaning toward Bama, but I 
kept thinking about what all 
the other coaches said about 
not playing, and it just took a 
while to make up my mind.

I’m 
ready to go!”’ 

Don's mother, Mrs. Ethel 
Horstead, an active member 
of the athletic club, and 
Don's biggest fan, said she 
didn’t try to push her son to 
attend any certain college. ‘*I 
told Don to go where he'd be 
happy, and that wherever he 
went I'd be behind him 
100%,"’ said Mrs. Horstead. 
‘All the coaches were nice 
and we enjoyed the visits. It 
was a rewarding experience 
for the whole family."’ 


‘Don is the best running 
back I've been around in all 
my years of coaching,”’ said 
Elba’s Coach Wood. ‘‘He 
had the ability and deier- 
mination to be the best at 
whatever he did. He had a 
good attitude and knew what 
it took to win. He always 
worked hard and he is one of 
the finest players I’ve ever 
been associated with.

do not receive the love and 


affection they need. The 
alcoholic may make un- 
reasonable demands on 


these children. Life becomes 
unpredictable--wili he or she 
show up at family celebra- 
tions? Will there be enough 
mone. for presents after the 
booze is purchased? Will the 
alcoholic embarress the 
childrens friends? The di- 
sease creates continual 
feelings of uneasiness and 
fear within the family. 

Many families then react 
to these crises in the wrong 
way. They may try to deny 
the problem and to pretend 
that the holidays will be 
happy just because they are 
supposed to be happy. Some- 
times a spouse or grown 
child will simply join the 
alcoholic in his or her 
drinking. Others will spend 
the entire season trying to 
stop the alcoholic from 
drinking by using techniques 
which produce guilt of by 
throwing out the liquor 
supply or even going through 
the gifts to ensure that none 
contains liquor.

The Christmas holiday 
begins at 6:00 P.M., Wed- 
nesday, December 24 and 
extends through 12:00 mid- 
night, Sunday, December 28, 
1980. 

The National Safety 
Council estimates that be- 
tween 650 and 750 persons 
may lose their lives and 
another 28,000 to 35,000 
persons may suffer glabling 
injuries on the highways an 
roads during this 54 hour 
period. 

Thomas Houk, Program 
Coordinator, urges holiday 
motorists to take e>tra care 
to practice patience, courtesy 
and common sense, par- 
ticularly when driving 
through congested city 
Streets, traveling long dis- 
tances, or when on highways 
under poor weather condi- 
tions. 

Mr. Houk recommends 
that motoriest driving on wet 
or icy roads keep the 
following driver’s tips in 
mind: 

Plan ahead by making 
sure your car is in top 
operating condition and 
properly winterized for travel 
through the snow belt states. 

Allow plenty of space 
between you and the car 
ahead of you. It may take as 
much as twelve times more 
distance to stop on ice than 
on dry pavement. 

If you hit an icy spot at an 
intersection and can’t stop, 
ease up on the gas, hold the 
wheel steady and roll 
through. Remember that 
sudden and hard braking can 
result in wheel lock which in 
turn may put your car in a 
skid. ie
